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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on January 31, 2003, amending the specification, canceling 
claims 250-253 and 256-268 and amending claims 243-244, 247 and 254-255, has 
been entered. 

Claims 243-249 and 254-255 are pending. 

Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous Office action are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on June 12, 2003 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 254-255 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 

subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 

reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 

application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Even though claims 254-255 use a host cell comprising a specific DNA 
sequence, the claim is drawn to producing any polypeptides in addition to the 
polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO:8. Therefore, these claims are drawn to a large 
variable genus of polypeptides having unknown activity or inactive variants with an 
unknown structure. The specification only teaches a method of producing a 
phosphatase of encoded by SEQ ID NO:8. The specification does not describe the 
function of all the polypeptide sequences expressed in the host cell and therefore, many 
functionally unrelated polypeptides are encompassed within the scope of these claims. 
Therefore, the specification fails to describe representative species by any identifying 
characteristics or functionality or structure. 

Given this lack of the description of the representative species encompassed by 
the genus of the claim, the specification fails to sufficiently describe the claimed 
invention in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms that a skilled artisan would 
recognize that applicants were in possession of the inventions of claims 245-255. 

Claims 245-255 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a method of producing a sulfatase encoded by 
SEQ ID NO:8, does not reasonably provide enablement for a method of producing any 
polypeptides. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 
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Factors to be in In re Wands 858 F.2d 731, 8 USPQ2nd 1400 (Fed. Cir. 1988) . 
They include (1 ) the quantity of experimentation necessary, (2) the amount of direction 
or guidance presented, (3) the presence or absence of working examples, (4) the nature 
of the invention, (5) the state of the prior art, (6) the relative skill of those in the art, (7) 
considered in determining whether undue experimentation is required, are summarized 
the predictability or unpredictability of the art, and (8) the breadth of the claims. 

The claims are drawn to the production of a sulfatase encoded by SEQ ID NO:8 
and any polypeptides also expressed in the host cell system. The specification does 
not teach how to produce any polypeptides having unknown function or unknown 
structure. Therefore, the breadth of these claims is much larger than the scope enable 
by the specification. 

Therefore, one of ordinary skill would require guidance in order to produce 
polypeptides with unknown structure and function in a manner reasonable correlated 
with the scope of the claims. Without such guidance, the experimentation left to those 
skilled in the art is undue. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 243-249 and 254-255 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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The instant claims are unclear because a complement of the nucleic acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:8 can not encode a polypeptide having sulfatase activity. 

No claim is allowed.
